Renold 0. Schilke, founder of the Schilke 
Company, was unusually well qualified. Among 
his teachers were some of the best: Max 
Schlossburg, George Mager, Del Wright, Edward 
Llewellyn and Herbert |. Clarke. As a performer, 
he was a member of the Chicago Symphony 
Orchestra, the WGN Radio Symphony, the Lyric 
Opera of Chicago as well as other professional 
groups. He also was one of the founding mem- 
bers of the Chicago Symphony Brass Quintet. 


As a teacher, Mr. Schilke was on the faculty of 
Northwestern University, DePau! University and 
Roosevelt University. In addition to his students 
at various universities, he also had a wide vari- 
ely of private students. Many outstanding protes- 
sionals on all brass instruments have benefitted 
from his tutelage. 


From the beginning of his career to the time of 
his death in 1982, Mr. Schike was always very 
interested in the discovery and development of 
talent in younger musicians. He had particularly 


keen insight into the problems that beginners 
encounter. He always maintained that the begin- 
ner and the more inexperienced were in need of 
quality equipment as much as, if not more so, 
than the professional. 


After several years of designing instruments and 
serving as a consultant to several leading instru- 
ment manufacturers, Mr. Schilke, in 1956, 
decided to devote his time to making his own 
instruments and mouthpieces. His goal was, as 
with everything that he did, to make instruments 
fo the highest degree of perfection attainable. 


Schilke Instruments 


All will agree that the most sought after characteristics of any 
trumpet or cornet are superior tone quality, excellent intonation 
and ease of response with an over-all eveness throughout the 
range of the instrument at all dynamic levels. 


Superior Tone Quality and Response 


A good mouthpiece is the first and most important essential to superior 
fone quality and response. The Schilke Mouthpiece Brochure contains 
much valuable information about this essential aspect of successful 
playing. As to the instrument itself, superior fone quality and maximum 
ease of blowing depend, to a large extent, upon the metal used—its 
quality, thickness, consistency, etc. In addtion, selecting and making a 
taper of the mouthpipe with the utmost care and precision, followed by 
the right bore throughout the instrument and bell, are equally important. 


To prevent any leaking of air whatsoever, the valves and valve slides 
must fit as tightly as possible, and yet, they must all move with maxi- 
mum ease. In these cases, a thousandth of an inch makes a difference 
in both how the instrument blows and how if tunes. At Schilke Music 
Products, we guarantee that no instrument is made with a closer 
tolerance in which the valves and slides work with the same ease. 
These close tolerances that we maintain are essential in producing the 
response and intonation that uniquely belong to a Schilke instrument. 


Laquer vs. Plating 


It is our contention that laquer on an instrument interferes with the 
response. The difference between plating, in either silver or gold, 
and laquer may be small. However, to a discriminating musician, the 
difference is discernable. Plating also has the advantage of doing a 
better job in preserving the life of an instrument. Plating is actually 
thinner than laquering and even more important, the plated metal 
has resonance while laquer tends to deaden the tone. 


Intonation 


With a Schilke instrument one achieves the highest degree of intona- 
tion that is technically possible. Bear in mind that vibrations and nodal 
points must compliment each other. When comparing instruments, test 
the B scale. This scale is notably out of tune on many instruments. 
Also, try a Schilke mouthpiece on a Schilke instrument. The mouth- 
piece can have an enormous influence on the intonation and ‘feel’ of 
an instrument.

Custom-built is not merely a name. Schilke instruments are made to 
order, adapted to the individual by craftsmen dedicated to produce the 
finest instrument. No mounting jigs, assembly line or acid baths are 
used in the production of Schilke instruments. Our retail price does not 
reflect the vast number of skilled man-hours that go into each instrument. 


Tuning Bell Trumpets

The advantage of the tuning bell feature is that the tuning slide can be 
left almost all the way in, thereby keeping the gap between the end of 
the leadpipe and the main tuning slide bow fo a minimum.

Different bell sizes and bell materials can be used to change some of 
the characteristics of the instrument. 


A drawback to the tuning-bell is that it is more fragile because the lack 
of a second brace. Thus, extra care must be taken to prevent damage 
fo the instrument. 


Beryllium Bronze Bells 


One of the options available on most bell sizes is beryllium bronze. 
Testing has shown that this material projects very well with more of the 
‘higher overtones’ present. The response of this material is also faster 
at all dynamic levels from pianissimo to fortisimo.

Due to the omission of these braces, the possibility of 
damage to the tuning-bell and leadpipe are increased. 


Beryllium-Bronze Bells. The characteristics of better projection, 
improved response and full control were best realized by an extremely 
lightweight, thin construction. Unfortunately, this means Beryllium- 
Bronze Bells are more vulnerable to damage from careless handling. 
For this reason, we recommend great care be exercised when using 
mutes or trumpet stands. 


Tuning-Bell and Beryllium Bronze Bell Trumpets are not for 
everyone. Many top pertormers who have tested Schilke Trumpets have 
found the standard Schilke Trumpet best suits their needs. Performers 
ability and requirements should be the final consideration in the selec- 
tion of an instrument. 


Schilke Gladstone Cases are recommended for use with Schilke 
custom-built trumpets. This provides for the protection and safety of 
the instrument. 


Schilke Warranty does not cover damage due to negligence in 
handling Tuning-Bell and Beryllium-Bronze Trumpets. We hope you have 
the opportunity to test our instruments and we will do everything in our 
power to assist you in selecting the instrument that best suits you.
